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UNDER PRESSURE TO SETTLE BY SEPT. 8 
Steel Talks Resume In Washington 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Under 
injunction by President Johnson 
to work “ morning, noon and 
night,’’ steel negotiators today 
resumed efforts to reach a con­ 
tract sett'ement before a new 
striko 
deadline 
of 
midnight, 
Sept. 8. 


The talks 
between 
top 
of­ 
ficials of the United Steelwork­ 
ers Union and the steel indus­ 
try were taking place by presi­ 
dential edict across the street 
from the White House in the 
Executive Office Building. 


This was in easy walking dis­ 
tance of Johnson. During simi­ 
lar strike-threatening rail nego­ 
tiations last year, the President 


occasionally looked in on the 
talks. 


Through press secretary Bill 
D. Moyers, and congressional 
leaders, Johnson today stressed 
anew his insistence for exhaus­ 
tive negotiations 
to reach a 
“ fair, just and non-inflationary” 
settlement. 
Johnson 
Monday 
night obtained an eight - day 
postponement 
of 
the 
strike 
deadline. 


Invoke Taft-Hartley? 


Moyers said Johnson asked 
the union and management ne­ 
gotiating teams to “ work morn­ 
ing, noon and night to reach a 
settlement.” He said the Presi­ 
dent “very much hopes this 


will be a fair, just, and non- 
inflationary settlement.” 


Similar language was used by 
Democratic congressional lead­ 
ers in describing Johnson’s a t ­ 
titude. The congressional lead­ 
ers stressed to reporters John­ 
son’s concern over the impact 
a strike would have on the na­ 
tion’s economy and the military 
effort in Viet Nam. 


The President could block a 
strike for 80 days under the 
Taft - Hartley law. There has 
been no indication whether he 
might resort to these powers if 
the contract deadlock is 
not 
broken. 


Moyers told reporters at m id­ 


day that the talks, with Labor 
Secretary W. Willard Wirt/ and 
Commerce Secretary John T. 
Connor closely watching, were 
“ amicable and intense.” 


House Speaker John W. .Mc­ 
Cormack expressed hope that 
management and labor negotia­ 
tors would remain in session 
here until they reach an agree­ 
ment. 


McCormack reeled off pre­ 


viously 
announced 
statistics 
showing that steel industry prof­ 
its were running 'veil ahead of 
any year since the peak of 1958. 


Asked if this meant, the con­ 
gressional leaders felt manag- 
mcnt could pay higher wages 


without increasing prices, Mc- 
Cormich

specific reply. 
He said he cited the figures 
to show that an area for agree­ 
ment and avoidance of a strike 
existed. In some industrial dis­ 
putes, he noted, strikes were 
more or less inevitable.

ognized that a steel strike at 
this time would deal a damag­ 
ing blow to our prosperity and 
to the defense of the dollar.” 
Cause Of Recession 
“Close to one million men 
will immediately become idle 
and hundreds of thousands more 
would join in idleness as users 
of steel run out of inventories,” 
Mansfield added. 


The Montana senator noted 
that Dr. Arthur Burns, chair­ 
man of the Council of Economic 
Advisers 
in

1959 steel striko was a major 
cause of the I960 recession. 


“ We cannot have that again.” 
Mansfield said. “ What we want 
and nerd, as the President said 


this morning, is a fair and just 
and non-inflationary settlement.’

The spokesman said the Pres­

“ Now we have to refire the 
furnaces,” he said. 


He explained the quality of the 
first few heats of steel (averag­ 
ing 23 ingots to a heat) would 
not be as good as the steel pro­ 
duced before shutdown opera­ 
tions began.

Employes at Fairless were di­ 
vided on the eight-day exten­ 
sion. 


Jerry Pisciotta of New Britain, 
an employe of Fairless Works 
for 12 years, said today, “The 
extension was a good thing. This 
will give management and labor 
the additional time needed to 
negotiate a contract.

Westerfield. 58, former m an­ 
ager 
of

Southampton 
Township and presently living

Township, 
Berks 


County, where he was manager, 
wilt start work in the $8,500-a* 
year post Sept. 7. 


Although the board authorized 
its solicitor, Roland Sykes, to 
start the ordinance am endment 
procedures, it is not expected 
the new*, 
“ stronger” 
township 
m anager 
ordinance 
will 
be 
adopted until October. 


The board stated that with 
“ a man w ith W e s te rn e rs back­ 
ground and experience, we need 
a stronger ordinance.” 


Westerfield, who was not at 
the meeting, w as highly praised 
by the threg-member board at 
a press conference held after 
last night’s special meeting.

Sewer Law Changes 


Plans 
were 
announced 
last 
night by the Lower Makefield 
Township to amend the sewer 
ordinance to conform to the re­ 
quirements set up by the Mor­ 
risville Municipal Authority. 
The am endment will cover a 
sub-section of the ordinance de­ 
scribing what sewage will be 
permitted to be introduced into 
the sanitary sewer system. 
The section in the ordinance 
which perm its surface, ground 
and storm waters in the system, 
has been a point of conflict in 
the township since it was dis­ 
covered by Charles Metz III. 
who filed an “ intent to sue” 
shortly before the sewer author­ 
ity bonds were to be put on 
sale. 
In Disagreement 
The section was in disagree­ 
ment with the contract the town. 
slip had with 
the Morrisville 
Authority which will process the 
sewage. 
It was pointed out by Republi­ 
cans and Democrats, alike, as 
well as interested non-partisan 
residents, there was a flaw. 
Tho 
township s 
sewer o rd i-1 
nance was stoutly defended by 
the supervisors during the past 
months when it was under the 
fire of the township’s Demo­ 
crats, who sought to determine 
w'hat w'as the point of conflict 
that caused the Metz suit. 
Read Letter 
Last night Mackensen read a 
letter from William Heefner, at­ 
torney for the Morrisville Mu­ 
nicipal Authority, which pointed 
out the discrepancy between the 
township’s 
ordinance 
and 
its 
agreement with the authority to 
process sewage. 
Heefner’s letter was in reply 
to a letter of inquiry sent to 
the authority by Roland Sykes, 
township solicitor. 
Heefner, in his letter, said the 
authority had instructed him to 
advise the township that the sub-! 
section should be deleted. The 
authority will only accept n o r-1 
mal household wastes, he said. ! 
Nothing Wrong 
The supervisors pointed’ out : 
that in past months the board’s 
former solicitor advised them 
there was nothing wrong with 
the ordinance. 
Mackensen said at a press 
conference following the special 
meeting if the ordinance were 
not corrected it could cost the 
township and the taxpayers a 
lot of additional money to pro­ 
cess surface and ground waters.

Sykes said he 
work immediately 
the amendments 
ordinance but added he could 
not say when it will be intro­ 
duced.

The supervisors said Wester­ 
field will sta rt at an annual sal- 
ary of $8,500 for an indefinite 
term . They noted the standard 
agreem ent with township man- 
agers (which was recommended 
by the m an ag er’s association) 
was that the m an ag er serve at 
the wishes of the board with a 
30-day 
notice 
for 
dismissal. 
Therefore, they noted. Wester- 
field’s appointm ent is for an in­ 
definite term . 
The salary scale established 
in the ordinance ran g e s from 
S8.500 
to $10,000 a y ear.

3-Alarm Tire Razes 


G arage , Warehouse 


A three-alarm fire last night 
destroyed a garage and w are­ 
house on Makefield Road, near 
the Mak( field Shopping Center, 
F alls Township. 
The building, owned by Jam es 
Goncarz, was discovered burn­ 
ing by an employe of the Penn 
F a rm s shortly after 
ll 
p.m., 
Falls Township Fire Chief Rob­ 
ert Jones said. 
The fire, which he described 
as 
“ hot 
and 
sm oky” 
swept 
through the flat-roofed, cinder 
block building and required the 
combined 
efforts 
of 
firemen 
from Falls Township, Levittown 
No. I and Fairless Hills* Fire 
companies to bring it undt r con­ 
trol. 
F ive Hours 
Jones said 60 firemen fought 
the blaze for about five hours, 
before it was completely extin­ 
guished. 
He said that 
firemen 
from 
Morrisville, Tullytown and Lev­ 
ittown were on stand-by duty 
during the fire, in 
case 
they 
were needed. 


The cinder block building with 
its wooden roof was described 
as being a one-story building 
75 feet long by 50 feet wide, 
by Chief Jones. 
He said firemen were 
not 
ham pered by the chilly night 
air in fighting the fire, which 
drew large crowds of spectators 
to the scene. 
Cause Probed 
Jones said no cause has been 
announced for the fire but that 
he will conduct an investigation 
to determ ine what set the blaze. 
Gonearz was 
not 
available 
this morning to report the value 
of the loss. Chief Jones said he 
could not say how much the 
fire cost but noted it w’ould be 
an “ expensive” fire. 
He said the scene of the fire 
was .several hundred yards off 
Makefield Road about 
a 
half 
mile beyond Woolston Drive.

said 
clean-up 
opera­ 
tions at the fire scene 
were 
carried on 
into
